In Gr eat Britain, those

shov ing will dislodge them . 
Maybe our way is m ore 
de mocrat ic , but some pretty awful people push to the 
front only because they sold a few m or e b a nana s than 
somebody else. 
It 
is this desire to push to the front, without 
q ualifications, 
that 
produces 
the

“ Big 
Sh otism ." 
It m a y start with such a si m ple s t a te m ent 
as “ I'm a friend of the M a yor, ” when the cop writes 
out a ticket. 
But it mov es along to g re a t e r lengths, 
like a fellow who cla im s that ev er ybody is his friend. 
I hav e had the experience o! seeing a tellow c om e op 
to a leading and responsible public official, talk to him 
in a most intim ate m anne r, call the official by his first 
na m e , let his iriends see how close they arc. and 
then ha v e the official turn to an assistant or a ne w s­ 
pa pe r m a n and whisper, 
At ho is he" 


Hi« ’ pro wling intimate has pro bably madr a 
de.al nut rtf it. By giv ing the impressio n o f intimaev , 
be has co nv inced so me o nlo o ker that it is po ssible 
tn do business with the public o fficial thro ugh him. 
He kno ws ev ery bo dy . 
He has co ntacts. 
He can 
deliv er. 
And if it sho uld so happen that what is 
finally done 
is what his elients asked him to do , 
he can say :

Such cenniv ers are usually strictly on their own,

They 
work all sides of the street often not so m u ch for a 
liv ing as for the joy of fixing.

for himself? There is the run down-at-thc-heel speech- 
writer who pens the great thoughts of the great man; 


and vet when asked to say a few words, this press

bar-room joke to get a laugh 
In business circles, this is particularly current. 


‘ Who is he’’ Why he just had all the luck 
I came in 
and straightened out ail the mistakes he made on the 


way up. 
Sure he’s got the dough, but that s luck." 
They used to say about Edison that he swiped other 
men s work, hut the ‘ other men’’ did not step forward 


lo make the claim. 


I suppose it is human nature for some who 


know a man to say that he can stick a line of tv pc 
in somebody'* work or slant a position or who, 


after something has appeared, can go about brag­ 


ging of hi" influence. 


Politicians suffer from this disease more than any 


other group 
The fellow who is “ close to , . . 
is 
particularly menacing for he usually takes money to 


do what he cannot deliver and when he has failed, 
the enmity is directed not to the fixer who failed hut 


to the political figure who does not even know he was 


fifing delivered 
Not everybody, however, does this 


for money. Much of it might be called “ Big Shotism,” 


a strictly American disease. 
In a country where status ts recognized, a man s 


position i> clearly determined. In Great Britain those 


who are entitled to be present al the Coronation, tor 


instance, know that they are and no pushing and 
shoving will dislodge them 
Maybe our way is more 
democratic, but some pretty awiul people push to the 
front only because they sold a few more bananas than 
somebody else 
It is this desire to push to the Iron!, without 
qualifications, 
that 
produces 
the disease of 
“ Big 
Shotism.” It may start with such a simple statement 
n< 
I'm a triend of the Mayor.” when the cop writes 
out a ticket. But it moves along to greater lengths. 
like a fellow who claims that everybody is his friend. 
I have had the experience of seeing a follow come up 
to a leading aud responsible public official, talk to him 
in a most intimate manner, call the official by his first 
name 
let his friends see how close they are. and 
then have the official turn to an assistant or a news­ 
paperman and whisper. “ Who is he"’” 


I he prowling intimate has probably made a 


de,ii oui of it By giving the impression of intimaev, 
he ha* convinced some onlooker thai ii is possible 


to do b u sin e ss with the public official through him. 
He k n o w s everybody. 
He has contacts. 
Ile can 


deliver. And if ii should so happen that what is 
finalis done is what his clients asked him to do, 
he can say: “ Look, what a great guy am I ” and 
gets paid off. 


Such connivers are usually strictly on their own, 
playing a game in which it is impossible tor the 
victims to discover the truth, and if discovery is made, 
nothing can be done but to slap the fellow down They 
work all sides of the street often not so much tor a 
living as for the joy of fixing 
This is not strictly a 
racket; it is a pathological disease 
The fixer is one 
of the most dangerous developments in a system in 
which status is not recognized. 
We might as well accept it that the fellow who 
makes the grade in whatever walk of life did it on 
his own ability and that while he may have had 
assistance on the road, the fellow who claims that “ hr 
made him what he is today.” is in all probability only 
somebody who stood by and picked up a crumb 
It a 
follow has to announce what a Big Shot he is. the 
likelihood is that he is just the Water Boy to the man 
who knows how to do things in his own field 
The 
fixer, like tho speech writer, comes a dime a dozen
